By this amendment, 
claim 33 is canceled, and the subject matter thereof is incorporated into claim 29. No new 
matter is added. — • — 

Claims 29-32 are presented for prosecution. 

Favorable reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested in view of the 
foregoing amendments and following remarks. 

In the Office Action mailed December 17, 2004, claims 29-33 are rejected under 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 3, 6, 19, 20 and 
22 of U.S. Patent No. 6,465,956. Claims 29-33 are rejected under obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 and 3-8 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,657,386. ' " — -
